Terrible Accident——A letter just 
received in town, gives an account of 
the loss of a boat belonging to Messrs. 
Porter, Barton & Co. over the fails of 
Niagara.

Bluck-Rock, the wind strong from the 
porth. One of the boats, capt. Vailen- 
tine, with three hands on board. attempt- 
ed to cress the river and gain the Brit- 
ish Channel. When they had got with- 
in 200 yards of Grand Island (« point a- 
bout one mile above the Rapids, and 
the same distance from either shore) 
the swells became so high as to break 
over the sides of the boat, and ‘instantly 
fillit—One of the men, by getting on 
the stecring oar, which unshipped as the 
boat went down, gained so fur. towards 
the British shore, that he was taken off 
by a smull boat from Chippewa, just as 
hé had reached the break of the Rapics. 
Vulentine and the other two men, with 
the boat leaded with 150 barrels of salt, 
weie precipitated over the Rapids and 
Falls, and deshed to atems. From the 
time the boat filled, until it had reachee 
the Rapids, the scene was scarceiy more 
awfui to the sufferers, who were drawing 
by w strong andirresistable current into the 
jaws ot tais tremendous cataract, In the 
certainty of imimediate destruction, than

which cdmé@ pessenger William Jarvis, 
Esq. and family. Mr. Jarvis informs us, 
that an Embargo took plaice on the 8th 
October on alkshipping ; which were re- 
quired to take a fourth of their cargoes, 
as well as a fourth of the whole nuiuber 
of passengers, on account of the govern- 
ment of that place, teceiving therefor a 
reasonable compensation. rom this 
source we learn, that the relative "posi- 
tions of the two armies, on the 20th Oc- 
tober, were within from 12 to 20 miles 
of Lisbon. The head quarters of ‘the 
English were at Mafra, (.bout !2 miles 
froin Lisbon) making a diagonal line from 
the Tarus to the ocean. Fae French on 
the other hand, were at Vilia Franc, 
(15 mijes from Lisbon, and 8 trom Ma- 
fra,in an E. N. E. direction,) of course 
aline drawn between these two places 
will represent the fronts of the respective 
armies. In front of Mafra is a chain of 
meuntains extending, with few intervais, 
from the river te the Ocean. The move-
